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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1 thru 3, 6, 7, and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kameyama 4,472,240. Kameyama discloses (see, for example, FIG. 12H) a semiconductor 
device comprising a semiconductor layer (semiconductor substrate) 601, and an element 
isolation region (element isolation trench) 611. The width of the element isolation trench at the 
upper end is larger than the trench width at the bottom surface. The side surface is larger than a 
straight line connecting said upper end and said end of said bottom surface. The first side 
surface is perpendicular to the main surface of the semiconductor layer. The second side surface 
is perpendicular to said main surface of the semiconductor layer. A gradually tapered side 
surface (third side surface) connects said first side surface and said second side surface with each 
other. 

3. Claims 1 thru 3, 6, 7, and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Tsang et al. 5,358,891. Tsang discloses (see, for example, Figure 3f) a semiconductor device 
comprising a semiconductor substrate 302, and an isolation structure (element isolation trench) 
324. The width of the isolation structure at the upper end is larger than the trench width at the 
bottom surface. The side surface is larger than a straight line connecting said upper end and said 
end of said bottom surface. The first side surface is up and substantially perpendicular to the 
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main surface of the semiconductor layer. The second side surface is down and substantially 
perpendicular to said main surface of the semiconductor layer. A gradually tapered side surface 
(third side surface) connects said first side surface and said second side surface with each other. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-3, 6, 7, and 18 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
